A' bitterly contested election thiB spring 
placed in office a president, E. L. Simons, 
by the narrowest majority, who', was out- 
spoken against the proposed 'Improvement, 
while the six aldermen elected, J'. J. Burke,' 
C. K. Thorn; Charles Lux, Gideon Thayer, 
W. R. Williams and H. A. Radtke, were 
all pronounced in favor, of- the proposed 
improvement. Shortly after the .election 
an ordinance was presented providing for 
a direct presure waterworks, which .would 
costabout 85,000. The ordinance provided 
that 83,500 of the 85,000 needed could be 
raised by bonding the town for. 5 per cent 
of its assessed value, which could be done 
without a vote, and to raise the balance of 
the money by a 2 per cent tax levy, which 
likewise could be" obtained without', the 
necessity of a vote. President Simons 
vetoed the ordinance, which had passed by 
a vote of four to two, tux nnd Thayer be- 
ing the objectors, they having changed 
front on the proposition in the meantime.- 
The other aldermen promptly -furnished 
enough votes to pass the matter over the 
president's veto, and there you ore.

Proud .or,the;'Fact'Tha->ie Carried 
the First Irish Flag Into the Farteuil, 
} Hall. Had Distinct 'Remembrance 
; of Waterloo.

. Thomas Grimes, one of South, 
Boston's oldest residents, died Sunday 
morning. Ho was 101 years old nnd 
had been sick only ten days, say a the 
Boston Globe. 

Mr. Grimes was born In Dublin, Ire- 
land, March 4, 1802. The date bi 
birth Is verified by the records of his 
native place, which show that his 
house was destroyed the latter part 
of that year. In his native town he 
attended the public schools for a few 
years, and at an early age served hla 
apprenticeship, learning tho trade of 
ship snwyer, what Is now known as 
a ship carpenter. From his early boy- 
hood he was remarkable for'hls great 
physical strength and wonderful vi- 
tality, and figured in many leading 
athletic events. 

In a reminiscent mood Air. Grimes 
frequently recalled his early days, and 
remembered distinctly the arrival In 
Liverpool of tbe flrst stoamship that 
crossed the.' Atlantic.'- She was the 
Savannah, -was built In the city of tbnt 
name and created considerable Interest 
on both sides of tho water. On her 
arrival In Liverpool thousands of peo- 
ple witnessed the Important event Mr. 
Grimes was of tbe number, and he 
was afterward one of many who paid 
half a crown to board the steamship 
nnd view her machinery and, every 
port 

Mr. Grimes ever remembered the 
scenes and excitement attending the 
news or the battle of "Waterloo and 
Napoleon's exile to SL Helena that 
followed. For many years he was em- 
ployed In shipbuilding, learning every 
branch of It 

In. 1834 he came to America, and 
has been a resident of South Boston 
ever since, He landed In New York 
and come to Boston immediately. 

During his declining years Mr. 
Grimes delighted to recall the early 
days of the city, and especially South 
Boston. He remembered distinctly a 
meeting of Irishmen held In Faneull 
Hall when be bad the distinguished 
honor of carrying the Irish banner into 
that historic building for the first time 
in its history. Ho recalled tbe elo- 
quent oration of Dr. O 'Flaherty, 

When he flrst lived in South Boston 
It was the garden spot of tbe entire 
city, and so sparsely settled that peo- 
ple used to pick fruit and berries on 
Broadway.

Process Is Not Rapid Enough to 
Cause Alarm. 
>, The United States Geological Sur- 
vey has lately published vnrious In- 
teresting data relating to changes of 
sea level near New York. 

Some' tens of thousands of years ago 
the greater portion of thB state *was 
covered by an ImmenBe glacier.. This 
ice sheet had gathered up In Its course 
great quantities of sand, gravel and 
mud, -.; 

Part of this burden wak pushed la 
front of the Ice mass, .and as the 
front of theglacier came to rest in the 
latitude of the city the material that 
.was pushed along was deposited. When 
the glacier melted, owing to the ad- 
vent of a warmer climate, tbe mass of 
.•Material, deposited along Its front be-. 
*c6nie' the:;. familiar : rounded hills: of 
Long Island— the so-,calIed '-backbone 
of the Island. ' < r 

After the disappearance of the ice 
sheet the land In the -vicinity of the 
city sank so far that tbe sea covered 
points that are now a' hundred feet 
abovo the ocean level. . 

During this period of sob mergence 
the great brick-clay beds along the 
Hudson river -were deposited. The 
Uaveratraw and Croton Landing beds, 
now for above water, were,- of course, 
deposited below water. 

The next main event in the geolog- 
ical history was a gradual rising of 
the land until it Blood considerably 
higher than at present, and this rlso 
was followed by". a gradual sinking 
which is still in progress. 

Along the coasta of Long Island and 
New Jersey one may see "'tree stumps 
under water that have ^been covered 
by the sea within! very recent ■ timer). 
The encroachment of tho ocean upon 
the land is still going on.

; "The Japanese of Port Lnvaca," said 
Colonel Morse, "will soon begin the 
manufacture of Japanese matting and 
the finest of hats from rice straw, nnd 
It Is only a question of. time till our 
own rice planters In Texas nnd Louis- 
iana will take up this Industry, thus 
making the South the center of sup- 
ply for matting and straw hnts of the 
finest texture and manufacture. The 
best mattings In tha world are: made In 
Japan, while the high grades of rice 
straw bats are known the world over. 
Thero are several kinds of grass grow- 
ing along the Gulf, bo the Japanese 
toll me, that enn be utilized for mak- 
ing matting of a good-grade. They 
tell mo it Is Identical' with that used 
In Japan for this purpose, and there Is 
no reason why this should hot become 
a paying Industry In Louisiana and 
Texas,"
